Then too this will 
serve os a device to restate our concern over UPSWINGS failure to get a 
debriefing of GAKETIMA. Once/^ Jf ias the medical report from feDr . OTTO, 
he can wait a few days and then reapproach UPSWING stating tnat we consider 
It very possible that CARETIlvA may die at any time and that it is urgent 
that a debriefing bo obtained soonest. We nave no illusions about the 
kind of material we will miss should UPSWING do the debriefing unilaterally, 
but half' a loaf is better thaxi none*

Any incident therefore whetner a free medical examination or merely a 
dinner engagement involving^ [ and CARET INA is bound to awaken UPSWING 

curiosity whenever it is reported* strikes us, however, that as long 
as any incident can be baaed on the friendship that exists, no greater 
damage can be done than was initially inherent in tne relations nip* The 
basis for UPSWING conjecture already exists* Additional oases for con- 
jecture do not aeera to ua to give rise to conviction ae long aa there is 
a reasonable explanation for the incidents. What must be avoided at all 
coste is not so much contact as unguarded remarks either byf J\ or 
PGR, and we see no cause for alarm in this direction. 
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
